They are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept (Rule 13.1 PCT) 
for the following reasons:

2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because 
the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D1 discloses (the references in parenthesis applying to this document): 
A dressing (col.2, 1.21) for treating damaged tissue (col.1 , 1.27), the dressing 
incorporating: a pair of electrodes (col.1 , 1.50) and a conductive gel (coL2, 1.39) 
between the electrodes (col.1 , 1.48-54), such that, in use, an electric current 
passes between the electrodes through the gel to repair the damaged tissue 
(col.1, 1.34-36).
